The Department of Commerce 
announced the official figures to- 
day, showing an increase of 17,000 
over the preliminary’ estimate 
issued by the National Chamber 
of Commerce of 500,000 earlier in 
the month. Thus it is seen the 
official figures will surprise the 
industry itself.

Wright Defends Dealers 
Who Purchase Only for 


Their Immediate Needs 


sor HE jobber’s function is to 

supply the current needs of 
its dealers and to oversell a cus- 
tomer only makes collections dif- 
ficult,’ declares C. F. Wright, of 

Ballou & Wright, of Port!and, Ore. 

Mr. Wright dislikes the phras2 
“puying from hand to mouth,” ani 
believes that dealers are sensible in 
iying only for their immediat« 
needs. “Why should they purchase 
for six months ahead with sales- 
men calling on them twice a 
month?” he asks. “When a dealer 
is forced to pay for the merchan- 
dise while it is still stocked on his 
shelves with indefinite prospects of 
turning it over he is not in a very 
happy frame of mind and is likely 
to be more chary in givinz his next 
order.” 

The firm of Ballou & 
which is now conducting 
both in Portland and Seattle. with 
headquarters in Portland, is 33 
years old. Of course, at the begin- 
ning, it was not in automotive firm 
as there were no automobiles at 
that time. Originally, Ballou & 
Wright were bicycle jobbers, and 
they still handle bicycles. The start 
was made in Great Falls, Mont. In 
1901 the firm as it is known today 
was established in Portland. 

Constant change has been taking 

lace in the automotive jobbing 
ield since that business had its in- 
ception about 20 years ago, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wright. The first auto- 
mobiles came from the factory 
equipped with practically no acces- 
sories at all. They did not even have 
windshields or auto lamps on them. 
And 
Sities, so the automotive equipment 
concerns had little sales resistance 
to conterd with in the first place 

Now, it is different. Increased 
competition in this field and vari- 
ous changes in the automobile in- 
dustry has made real salesmanship 
necessary. What was one of the 
chief items with the automotive 
jobber a year or so ago is factory 
equipment today. All cars now 
come equipped with bumpers, for 
instance, and the automotive job- 
ber has to sell other things in place 
of them. 

But as Mr. Wright says, 
are in business at the North Pole 
and there is no demand for ice 
cream cones, you can try selling hot 
coffee. So it is with the automotive 
business. You must keep pace with 
the times. 

Both Mr. Wright and O. 
Ballou, his partner in business for 
the past thirty-three years, are well 
known in the equipment industry 
all over the country. They actively 
participated in arrangements for 
the national convention of the Au- 
tomotive Equipment Association in 
Portland, in 1927.

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Instructions in the Proper 
Mounting of Ball Bearings 


HE 
ball bearings and their 
care, with some simple in- 
structions it will pay to fol- 
low, are given here as an aid 
to the dealer who is called to 
mount them. 

New bearings should be installed 
exactly as taken out of the pack- 
age. Nearly all manufacturers 
ship their bearings in a sealed 
moisture and dirt-proof carton, 
the bearing itself being covered 
with grease and wrapned in oiled 
paper to prevent rust. After un- 
packing there must be no exposure 
to dust and water. 

Washing new bearings in 
line or kerosene is a practice which 

should not be indulged in, as foreign 
material may be brought into the 
bearing and so nulify all previous 
precautions. Each bearing comes 
from the maker perfectly clean and 
needs no further treatment 

sefore mounting a bearing, check 
shaft and housing for proper 
size, straightness and cleanliness. A 
worn shaft had better be replaced, 
as the bearing seat on the shaft

or rough spots If necessary to 
smooth off rough edges on shaft 
housing. see that no filings, emery 
dust, etc., remain on parts where 
they will work into the bearings. 
Wiping off the shaft with oil is an 
excellent precaution and also pre- 
vents the bearing inner ring rusting 
on later. 

No elaborate equipment is neces- 
sary for mounting ball bearings. 
An arbor press is desirable, espe- 
cially for short shafts, but, where 
not available, a small hammer and 
a piece of metal tubing to fit over 
the shaft are quite sufficient. 

For the actual mounting seve ral 
methods are recommended. Either 
an abor press, oil bath or hammer 
may be with highly satisfac-
